This is ii queer campaign, 


a groat deal iibont "honest money." 
"Wo must save the nation's honor and 
presorvo 
tho 
nation's 
integrity," 


shouts tho enthusiastic gold bug. 
Ono 


might be ledjjto beileve from this that 
free silveritos seem to owns tlio coun- 
try. 
Not a bit of it! There is not a 


silverito in this broad land -who does 
not thoroughly love his country and its 
institutions; but %ve do not propose to 
panperiza ourselves jusc to be. "in the 
push" with foreign 
nations. 
\Yhat 


is their interest is not ours. When you 
hear a gold advocate harping about 
"preserving the nation's honor," etc., 
just scan his private record, if possible. 
Ten to one yon will find an office- 
holder, one who "has an ax to grind," 
or one whoso honesty is questionable. 
We have heard men rant and roar 
about "honest money" who won't pay 
an honest debt when they have the 
money with which to pay it, right in 
thoir pockets. They are groat sticklers 
for national honor and national integ- 
rity, however. 


But is this gold standard dollar they 


talk about so much an honest dollar? 
Let us see. Not many years ago it 
•would have bought only one bushel of 
wheat. 
Now, it buys two bushels. It 


would have bought two bushels of corn. 
Now, it buys four bushels. Is that an 
honest dollar? In fact, isn't it a dis- 
honest dollar?

farmer Out of just one-half of his crops?

Then don't talk to me abont "honest 
money." A sound dollar, to be an hon-

HONEST MEN. 


McKinley is the gold standard candi- 


date for the Presidency. 
How he can 


honestly stand on the St. Louis plat- 
form is more than wo can understand. 
He has heretofore been in sympathy 
with the silver movement. 
He has de- 


livered silver speeches throughout the 
country. He is reported to have voted 
for silver twice while in congress. 
During a speech at Winchester, hie is 
said to have held up a silver dollar to 
the audience and thundered: "This 
dollar is good enough for anybody!" 
And so it was, and is. On the 12th 
day of October, 1891, at Toledo, O., 
Major McKinley used the following 
language: 


"During all of Grover Cleveland's 


years at the head of the government 
he was dishonoring one of our precious 
metals, one of our own great products, 
discrediting silver and enhancing the 
price of gold. 
He endeavored even be- 


fore his inauguration to office to atop 
the coinage of silver dollars, and after- 
ward and to the end of [his administra- 
tion persistently used his power to that 
end.

the volume of money among tho people, 
make money scarce and therefore dear. 
He would have increased the value of 
money and diminished tne value of 
everything else, money the master, 
everything else the servant.'' 


Thus, yon see he was rampant for 


silver only a few years ago. 
What a 


change has come over the spirit of his 
dreams! Was he honest when he spoke 
for silver in '91? Is he honest now 
when he stands upon a gold standard 
platform? 
Let .him who knoweth 


answer! 


HONEST METHODS. 


Now, 
it would seem that these hon- 


est (?) men, who shout for honest 
money wond be the last people in the 
world to use dishonorable means to 
elect these candidates. But such is not 
the case. There is nothing too low or 
tou disreputable for these schemes. In- 
timidation, coercion, bribery, boodle, 
vituperation, slander, falsehood, per- 
sonal abuse—these are the methods 
employed by these self-stlyed "honest 
money" advocates. Here is a clipping 
from the New York World,, a gold bug 
newspaper, which tells how they are 
working things: 


"Here in Chicago, the great corpora- 


tions and wealthy employers of labor 
are doing everything in their power to 
coerce votes to support McKinley. [Every 
day men wearing McKiuley buttons 
come to us and assure us that their 
votes will be cast for Bryan, but that 
they don't dare say so openly.

lose their jobs. 
We hope men like 


Pullman will keep up this work of 
coercion. But lot me tell you what 
lies under the surface. 
A man who 


was compelled to join a MeKiiiley club 
against his will came in this office yes- 
terday and cried like a baby. 
'My 


God,' he said, 'I have got to hide my 
manhood or lose my place just as the 
winter is coming on.' 


"An employee of a large store, who 


is a very warm friend of free silver, 
reported that his employees ordered 
him to stop talking abont free silver in 
the establishment. He made a protest, 
but obeyed. 


'"The next day he was told that ho 


must stop discussing free silver in the 
street. 
Having a wife and baby and 


being a poor man, he swallowed his 
pride uud yielded. 
Several days later 


ho was informed that ho must read up 
on the gold side of tho arugment and 
that tho firm would furnish the litera- 
ture. There was nothing to do but 
surrender. 
Next he was ordered to 


join a McKinley marching club, and 
the day after he put on his button and 
signed his name to the roll his em- 
ployers coolly congratulating him on 
his convert-ion. 


"A business man in this neighbor- 


hood joined our movement, but as soon 
as ho began to talk in favor of free sil- 
ver, tho bank which advanced him cap 
ital for [his enterprises called him in 
and ordered him to settle his account 
on the spot. He had to borrow §30,000 
or make an assignment." 


This is the wny these "honest." men

Is this a free country? Our 


Republican friends used to score South- 
ern Democrats for bulldozing Negroes.

EFFECT OF HEAT. 


The Human System Can iiecomd Used to 


M UlgU Temperature. 


No one can tell how high a tempera- 


ture man can endure until he is sub- 
jected to tho trial. The effect, of an in- 
tenscly-hNttcd atmosphere m cuusiuy 
death has been but 
little studied. 


"Some years since," says Dr. Taylor, 
Hie eminent jurisprudent-, "I was con- 
sulted in one case in which the captjiin 
of a steam vessel was charged with man- 
slaughter for>cxiusing a man to be lashed 
within a short distance of the stoke- 
hole of the furnace. The man died in a 
few hour*. apparcaUy from the effects 
of his exposure. Yet the eng-ine rooms 
of steamers in the tropics have been 
observed to have a temperature as hig-h 
as 140, and engineers after a time be- 
come habituated to this excessive heat 
without appearing- to suffer materially 
in health. In certain-manufactories the 
body appears to acquire a power, by 
habit, of resisting1 these hig-h tempera- 
tures; still, it has been proved that 
many suffer severely. In a report on 
the employment of children (London) 
it is stated that in a glass manufactory 
a thermometer held close to a lx>y's 
head stood nt 130 degrees, and as the in- 
spector stood near to observe the in- 
strument his hat actually melted out of 
shape. Another boy had his hair singed 
by the heat, and said that Ids clothes 
were sometimes singed, too, while a' 
third worked in a temperature no less 
than- 150 degrees. Amid this tremen- 
dous heat tlhey carry on work which re- 
quires their constant attention. They 
are incessantly in motion." 


In the Turkish baths higher tempera- 


tures than this have been noted, but 
there is reason to believe that serious 
symptoms have been occasionally- pro- 
duced in persons unaccustomed to them, 
and that in one or two cases death has 
resulted. All sudden changes from a 
low to a (high temperature are liable to 
cause death in aged persons or those 
who are suffering from organic dis- 
eases. 
In attempting- to breathe air 


heated to temperatures varying from 
ISO to 200 degrees there is a sense of 
suffocation, •with a feeling1 of dizziness 
an'd other symptoms indicative of an 
effect on the brain, 'and the circulation 
is enormously quickened. An inquest 
was held on the body of a stoker of an 
ocean steamship. He had been by trade 
a grocer and was not accustomed to 
excessive heat. WhHe occupied before 
the engine furnace he was observed to 
fall suddenly on the Door in a state of 
insensibility. 
When carried on deck 


it was found he was dead. All that wis 
discovered on n post-mortem examina- 
tion was an effusion of serum into the 
ventricles of tihe brain. It has now be- 
come one of the recognized causes of 
death in this countrty. In some cases a 
7>crso« may sink and dis 
from ex- 


haustion, or symptoms of cerebral dis- 
turbance may continue for some time 
and the case ultimately prove fatal. 


Deatto from sunstroke, when it is not 


immediately mtnl, is preceded by some 
well-marked symptoms, such as weak- 
ness, giddiness, hea'doche, disturbed vi- 
sion, flushing of t.he face, followed by 
oppression nnd difficulty of breaching-, 
nnd in some oases stupor, pausing into 
profound coma. The skin is dry and 
hot and the heat of the body is much 
greater than natural. 


Walk slowly and don't fret and you 


will not experience anything of that 
sort.—Philadelphia Times.

Avoidable 
Errors Are Responsible 


Many Disease*. 


The nature and quantity of an appro- 


priate diet must depend largely upon 
one's age, individual constitution, oc- 
cupation, habits of life and, to some ex- 
tent, upon the climate in which one 
lives. An active child 12 or 15 years 
old, who is growing fast and exercising 
freely, may require and assimilate as 
much food as a man past middle age. 


In health, the appetite may be taken 


as a fair guide, and the child will sel- 
dom eat too much if Le is taught to cat 
very slowly, and thoroughly to chew 
each mouthful. 


Throng-bout the school 
years 
the 


growth o£ the body is continually going 
on, and, therefore, if a proper develop- 
ment is to be maintained, thefood must 
be abundant and of a character to fur- 
nish new tissues nnd to yield energy in 
the form of heat and muscular activity. 


The full adult ivejght is not usually 


attained before the 25th year, although 
in some instnncesitisreached earlier. 


When the growth of the body and the 


development of the vital organs 
are 


completed, the use of food consists sim- 
ply in maintaining the proper equili- 
brium of the tissues by replacing waste 
with new material, and in furnishing 
fuel for the development of force. 


As men advance in life, become pros- 


perous, and perhaps acquire more lux- 
urious habits of living, they are apt to 
take less exercise and, at the same time, 
to be constantly tempted to indulge in 
food which is not needed and which is 
imperfectly consumed in the body. 


On the other hand, quite as much ill 


may result from eating too little as 
from overindulgence. 
In either case 


the difficulty is made serious by long 
continuance. 


So great is the force of habit over the 


different organs of the body that the 
stomach and intestines will usually re- 
ject undigested the contents of an oc- 
cassional excessive msal, whereas with 
habitual overeating they become ac- 
customed to appropriating large quan- 
tities of food, which are absorbed, but 
which cannot be eliminated without 
severely taxing the organs of excretion. 


Frequently the excess is stored up in 


the body and goes on accumulating until 
the system rebels, and a violent bilious 
attack, by vomitingand purging, brings 
relief. 


It is no exaggeration to say that 


avoidable errors in diet are responsible 
for more than half the disease which 
embitters the middle and latter part of 
life.—Youth's Comnariion.

N. wuiau on the Occasion. 


The beautiful and impressive cere- 


mony of laying the corner-stone of the 


Eome for Aged Women was witnessed 


Monday evening by a crowd of over 


>vo hundred, who braved the rather 
uclement weather for over an hour, 
oing honor to one of the city's noblest 
nd dearest institutions. The exercises 
peued promptly at four o'clock. Mrs. 
os. G. Reed presided over tho cere- 
noiiy. 
The address of welcome was 


elivered by Dr. Kline, who spoko 
riefly in his usual pleasant manner of 
:ie great work of woman, her charity 
iid her important influence over the 
vorld of humanity. Following 
the 


ddress of Dr. Kliue, was the preseuta- 
1011 of the corner-stoue, tho depositing 
f articles iu the box to be placed in 
he stone, tbe lowering of the stone in 
osition and the placing of the cap- 
tone. Hon. Jas. W. Newman then de- 
ivered the following eloquent and in- 
eresting address: 


Ladies and Gentlemen:—We 
have 


ssembled this afternoon to participate 
n a most pleasing exercise—one that 
larks a bright spot in the progress of 
mruanity. 


What nobler inspiration can move 


he human heart than that which 
jrompts it to aid the unfortunate, to 
if t up the weary, and place a cup of 
•cinduess to the lips of one in distress? 


This has been, aud still is, the mis 


ion of the ladies of Portsmouth, who 
ears ago organized the society for the 
tuilding up aud maintenance of a 
lome for Aged Women. It had a 
mall beginning; it has passed through 
many vicissitudes, aud the women who 
lave loyally stood by it and labored 
o maintain it, have had many a strug- 
gle in providing for the institution and 
akiug care of its finances. Let me 
ireseut a brief sketch of the history of 
lie Home: 


The first meeting to organize the 


:ociety, which established the Home 
!or Aged Women, was held May 7th, 
1882. Its first constitution was adopted 
lie 30th of May following, and its first 
officers were elected that day. 
Its 


original funds were raised by dollar 
subscriptions. 
Its first inmate was re- 


eived November G, 1883, a small 
house having been secured on Bond 
street, but the flood of 1884 broke up 
that home. In July of the latter year 
the honse upon Fourth street, which 
ias since been occupied as the Home, 
was purchased. From the beginning, 
nine women have been the recipients 
of its bounty. Five of tbeso have been 
removed by death, each of them having 
reached considerably beyond the age o 
eighty years. 
The Home has been 


maintained by private donations and 
from receipts gathered from numerous 
'airs, entertainments, etc. 
But the 


faithful women who have had this 
charity in charge felt that tbe present 
building was not suitable for such i 
Home as they wished to establish 
They could not furnish such accommo 
dations as were proper. Several addi 
tional applications for admission havi 
been pending, and hence the project o 
building this new and better Home has 
been under consideration for tho past 
two years. 
Liberal donations have 


recently been made by our citizens and 
sufficient funds have been guaranteed 
to warrant the committee in proceed- 
ing with the work under the plans 
adopted. It will be a handsome struc- 
ture. It will contain fifteen rooms and 
be provided with all modern improve- 
ments in heating, lighting, etc. 
Two 


liberal bequests have been made to the 
society's funds—one of §500 by Mrs. 
Jane Calvert, and one of a like amount 
by Mrs. Rachel Hamilton. 
To the 


generosity o£ the late Hon. John T. 
Wilson, of Adams county, our city and 
the ladies are indebted for the ground 
upon which this new Home is to be 
erected. 
It is but one of the many 


evidences he gave of his thoughtfulness 
and affection for his fellowman. What 
higher or nobler purpose can animate 
those who have been liberally dowered 
with this world's goods than to use 
some portion to alleviate the sufferings 
of, and to benefit, mankind? 


What a precious example was set to 


the world by the noted philanthropist, 
George Peabody, who, from a poor boy, 
arose to opulence and startled 
the 


world by the munificence of his gifts to 
the people of two countries! He did 
not wait to have hia bounties scattered 
after death had wrested his riches from 
him, but he freely gave his millions 
from time to time and saw his benevo- 
lence blossom into 
glorious 
fruit. 


During his lifetime he gave $10,000,- 
000 in charity. Besides donating most 
liberally to churches and colleges and 
institutes, he gave ?3,000,000 to the 
Southern Educational fund, and, living 
for years in England, he expended 
£3,000,000 more in building homes for 
the poor of London. This man was 
but a private citizen; he had never re- 
ceived public honors of any kind, and 
yet, 
when he died, two countries 


bowed in grief at the loss of this great 
friend of humanity. Hia death oc- 
curred in England, and that govern- 
ment paid the unusual honor of send- 
ing his remains across the Atlantic 
upon one of her finest battle-ships, and 
no king ever had a funeral barge more 
grand than this unassuming American 
citizen. And all this homage was be- 
cause George Peabody loved hia fellow- 
man and gave in boundless charity. 
He had taught to the world the rich 
lesson of the Open Hand. 
He had

that they might see hia good works. 
Let us hope that his example will be a 
constant inspiration to those who, like

There was 
more or less friction, and sometimes 
strikes 6ccurred, and these were em- 
barrassing and expensive. The dread 
of a strike restrained the managers 
and kept them within uncomfortable 
bounds. 
Something must be done to 


overcome these organizations and re- 
duce employes to submission. 


Experimenting began in various di- 


rections. 
Finally the right lead was 


struck. The federal court would solve 
the problem. 
The strike of the en- 


gineers and firemeji on the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor & North Michigan was paralyzed 
by a federal court injunction. 
Other 


disturbances followed and were settled 
in like fashion, until Judge Jenkins 
actually restrained the employes of 
the Northern Pacific from quitting the 
service of the company, because of a 
reduction of wages, under penalty of 
being adjudged guilty of contempt, of 
court and committed to jail. The rail- 
way companies exclaimed in one voice: 
"Eureka!" The problem of problems 
was solved. Hereafter they might re- 
duce wages, treat employes as they saw 
fit, and they would have to submit. Gov- 
ernment by injunction was now estab- 
lished, and the managers were supreme, 
while the employes were helpless. How 
perfectly the scheme worked, the great 
Pullman strike bore haggard testimony. 
The federal courts, the federal soldiers, 
the deputy marshals, in fact, all the 
tremendous powers of the government, 
were promptly brought into requisi- 
tion to crush the employes, and it was 
all done by the application of govern- 
ment by injunction. There has been 
sweeping reductions of wages since, 
amounting to millions, but there has 
been no protest. There is not likely to 
be any protest while government by in- 
junction continues. Unconditional sub- 
mission is the order of the clay. Even 
arbitration is denied, and, in fact, has 
been made impossible. Railroad mana- 
gers have things absolutely their own 
way. Should employes quit work in a 
body, injunctions would probably be is- 
sued and they would be sent to jail with- 
out trial. 
Employes know this, nnd 


however galling the yoke, they submit. 
They can do nothing else. Managers

JTouiig Foreigners Taught Our Langnuge 


by Object Lessons. 


The simple and effective method of 


teaching English to the children of 
Italians, Portuguese, Polish and Ger- 
man Jews, used profitably in the North 
end schools of Boston, might profitably 
be adopted by other cities wfliicJli are 
obliged to face the fact -tfliat within 
their borders are thousands of foreign 
children who know nothing of the cus- 
toms, institutions or language of this 
country. A writer in the Bos-ton Trans- 
cript thus describes the method: 


The children, within a few clays after 


their arrival, are sent to the public 
schools, ns a rule without compulsion, 
nnd here they are first of all t'uight 
the English language. It is done by a 
system of object lessons. The teachers 
in the elementary rooms are, young 
women, as men would not. bo pnt.ient 
enough to accomplish the best results. 


The teacher may poinit to her oye and 


sny: "This is my eye," repeating it sev- 
eral times nnd requiring the pupils to 
repeat it. in unison. Other portions of 
tlie body are pointed out in a similar 
manner, :nul then fam:l!ar objects in 
the room are in the sime way brought 
to the attention of the children. 


Later, when they have made sufficient 


progress in the language, it becomes 
desirably to teach the different tenses. 
To accomplish this a boy or girl is di- 
rected to run slowly around the room, 
when the tea-dier and dhildren say in 
unison: 


"The boy is running," repeating the 


sentence several times. The boy is 
then told to halt, «uwl the teacher and 
pupils say in unison: 
"That boy did 


run." 
Again: 
"That boy is standing 


srf.ill," "That boy can run," "That boy 
is walking," "Tha.t boy walks fast," "I 
can walk," "I can run," "I did walk," 
etc. 


These and other sentences, as they are 


spoken, are written on the blackboard 
by the teacher and the pupils write 
them on their slates. Thus they are 
taught the language and 1-aught to 
spell, read find write almost-t simulta- 
neously.

The truth is that Great Britain and 


Russia nre too big ever to agree for any- 
time. We believe that to our nice will 
fall the ultimate supremacy of 
the 


world; Russia believes exactly the same 
of herself. Sooner or later the two am- 
bitious must collilde, and we had bet- 
ter be making ready for that great clay 
at once. To allow Russia to absorb all 
possible strength before the conflict is 
to put a premium on defeat nnrd ruin. 


V,rhat, then, does England want.? We 


want, above all, a new eastern policy 
nnd a definite one—such a policy as is 
pigeonholed in the bureaus of St. 
Petersburg. 
We liavc cast China over- 


board; we might ballast the ship with 
Japan. We talk of Japan ns a friendly 
power, and even as an ally, but with 
what warrant? Inasmuch as we put 
no pressure on her to abandon her Chi- 
nese conquests, and were tlie, first west- 
ern power to xecog-nize her adolescence 
by compromising the privileges of ex- 
tra-territorial hy, it is probpJiJ." iliat she- 
harbors less resentment toward us than 
toward Russia. But we have done noth- 
ing for her; on Hie contrary, we 5iave 
made a singular exhibition of impo- 
tence at the recent crisis of her n<v- 
tional life, and such an exhibition is 
npt to depreciate the value of the ex- 
hibitor's friendship. 


If we are to ally with Japan we must 


be prepared to fight for her if it is nec- 
ejtsary. 
In fomc years she will com- 


mand a navy which, wit-h our own China 
squadron, could easily sweep the Pa- 
cific, while on land she will dispose of 
half a million trained men. Only, if we 
want the aid of this force we must not 
repeat the pitiful abandonment of the 
Chinese policy. In one word, alliance 
or no alliance, we ought to be clear what 
we will fight for.—Blackwood's Maga- 
zine.
